The quantity of manures used per acre this year for cropping was 93.8 lbs., being a record for the 
State. The area of 1,095,120 acres top-dressed was also a record, exceeding the previous highest 

by 100,000 acres. Since 1931-32, the percentage of cropped area manured has increased from 80, 72 to 
90.63, the average lbs. used per acre rising from 75.3 to 93.8 and the acreage top-dressed from 
139,328 to 1,095,120. The maximum percentage of cropped area manufed was 92.62 in 1929-30, 
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
